| Gigantic Squeeze 
Closing on Enemy 


PARIS, Thursday, Jan.-4—(AP)—The battle of the Bel- 
gian bulge neared the showdown stage today, with the Amer- 
ican First and Third Armies hammering heavily from two 
directions against elements of three Germah armies which 
have had 11 of their divisions chewed to pieces since taking 


the offensive Dec. 16. 

The southern side of the shrink-‘ 
ing German salient had been dent- 
ed more than eight miles by the 
Third Army. Location and depth 
of the First Army thrust into the 
northern flank were not disclosed 
at supreme Allied headquarters, 
which announced only that the 
First Army had gone over to the 
attack. 

The Third Army, however, has 
smashed into Bourcy, five and 
one-half miles northeast of Bas- 
togne, it was announced, amid re- 
ports from the field that the Ger- 
mans were heavily reinforcing 
roomed mauled divisions facing that 
flank. 


Frontline correspondents  esti- 
mated. that the Germans still had 
about 20 divisions, half of them 
Panzers, in the bulge; official 
sources said that eight divisions 
were facing the Third Army on

Advocates of poll tax repeal have gained an unexpected recruit 
with former Gov. Eugene Talmadge declaring “The Negro question is 


not involved.” 

Talmadge, who has campaigned, 
On race prejudices, issued a state- 
ment yesterday saying the general 
assembly will have done a good 
deed for the state if it does noth- 
ing but remove the one dollar poll 
tax as a voting requirement. 


“Let's have all the white people 
vote irrespective as to whether 
any taxes have been paid or not,” 
Talmadge said. “You will get a 
fairer expression from th< people 
when this is done. 

“There is a great deal of argu- 
ment that the abolishment of the 
poll tax would put the Negro to 
voting,” he continued. “Such is 
not the case, The Negroes as a 
class don’t care to vote anyway, 
unless they are encouraged b 
some communistic elements. Al- 
lowing all of the white people to 
vote will not affect the question as 
to Negroes voting.” 

“As long as you can change, 
monkey with, add on, or subtract 
froni the voters’ list, it gives the 
slick ducks who want to steal an 
election a better opportunity,” Tal- 
madge said. “If the legislature 
does not do anything else this 
year but fix the law where every 
sane white person can vote in our 
white primaries, they will have 
done a good deed for the state.”

The heavy blows against enemy 
shipping ranged virtually the full 
length of Luzon. Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur’s headquarters’ an- 
nounced Liberator heavy bombers 
destroyed a wharf at Vigan, north 
of Lingayan gulf, and damaged 
a 6,000-ton freighter in attacks 
New Year’s Eve and early next 
morning.

Prefessional safe crackers are at 
work again in Atlanta, according 
to Detectives J. J. Chester and W.

Okays 18-25 
Farm Draft 


Local Boards Given 
Green Light To Order 
Preinduction Exams 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt, responding to 
urgent military pleas for young 
fighting men that may reflect 
American losses in the German 
counteroffensive, today authorized 
the reclassification and induction 
of as many farm workers 18 
through 25 as the law permits. 

War Mobilization Director 
James F. Byrnes promptly noti- 
fied Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
selective service director, to take 


whatever action is necessary to 


carry out the request. 


Within a few hours, 
telegraphed instructions to lotal 
boards ordering ne phys- 
ical examinations for all agricul- 
turajly deferred registrants 18 to 
26 unless they previously were re- 
jected for military service. Boards 
then will decide whether those 
physically fit should be inducted 
or retain their deferred status. 

Agricultural deferments have 
been granted to 364,000 men in 
the 18-25 age bracket, but , draft 
officials said it was impossible to 
estimate how many deferments 
will be cancelled since the final 
decision rests with local boards. 

Today’s action followed by two 
days Byrnes’ presidentially-in- 
dorsed recommendations, for stif- 
fened government manpower con- 
trols, including legislation to place 
4-Fs on a “work or fight” basis, 
and his earlier order closing race 
tracks and providing for reclassi- 
fication and induction of all ath- 
letes rejected or discharged from 
rome service for minor disabil-‘ 
ities, 


It coincided with dispatches 
from Europe indicating that the 
U. S. First Army has suffered 
heavy casualties in the German 
offensive which observers here be- 
lieve have greatly increased Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s need for 
replacements. 

Byrnes said in a letter to Her- 
shey that he has been advised by 
War and Navy Secretaries Henry 
L. Stimson and James V. Forrestal 
that Army-Navy induction calls 
this year “will exhaust the (pres- 
ent) eligibles in the 18 through 
25 year age group at an early 
date.” Both services, he added, 
“believe it is essential to the effec- 
tive prosecution of the war to in- 
duct more men in this age group.”

NEW ICC CHAIRMAN 


John Rogers 
Self-Made 
Railroader 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(P)— 
Only a letter from his son, a cap 
tive of the Japanese, would make 
John L. Rogers happier than his 


new job as 1945 chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

The 55-year-old former laborer 
for the Southern Railway has 
heard from his son, Navy Lt. Leon 
W. Rogers, only once since his 
warship was sunk early in 1942. 
That one terse message was on a 
prisoner-of-war postcard stating 
that he was in Burma, was well 
and would enjoy hearing from his 
family. 

Commissioner and Mrs. Rogers 
have written often since then, but 
there have been no replies. Philo- 
sophically, they assume he still is 
well, as is their second son, John, 
who also is serving in the Navy. 
UP FROM RANKS 

In the self-made-man tradition, 
Rogers has come up from car 
shop laborer and boilermaker to 
become one of the federal govern- 
ment’s transportation bosses — 
there is very little that a railroad 
or truck company can do without 
first receiving ICC permission. 

The commission chairmanship 
revolves annually on a seniority 
basis, although a commissioner 
may decline if he is too busy. That 
is what Rogers did two years ago. 
He was in line fot the 1943 chair- 
manship, but he was doing ‘double 
duty as a member of the Office 
éf Defense Transportation (ODT) 
and asked to have his name passed 
over. The commission elected J. 
Haden Alldredge instead. © Simi- 
larly, William J. Patterson was 
named chairman for 1944. Early 
this year Rogers resigned from the 
ODT and thus was free to devote 
his full attention once more to the 
commission. 

ONLY ONCE BROKEN 

Only once has the annual chair- 
manship tradition been broken. 
That was in the case of the late 
Joseph B. Eastman. He was elect- 
ed for a three-year term, but was 
unable to serve in full because of 
his later appointment as ODT ‘di- 

rector. 
| Rogers’ education began in 
Knoxville, Tenn., where he was 
born June 27, 1889. After at- 
tending public school he worked 
as a car shop laborer and later 
in the mechanical department of 
the Southern Railway. He then 
attendedthe University of Ten- 
nessee School of Mechanical Engi- 
neering. In 1917 he went to the 
ICC as a junior mechanical engi- 
neer in the Bureau of Locomotive 
Inspection. Later he became en- 
gineer and examiner. 

Meanwhile he continued his ed- 
ucation by studying law and ac- 
counting at night, receiving a law 
degree from National University 
in Washington. . This background 
well qualified him for the other 
positions to which he was appoint: 
ed. He became in turn the execu- 
tive assistant to the federal co- 
ordinator of transportation, direc- 
tor of the ICC Bureau of Motor 
Carriers, Interstate Commerce 
commissioner, director of the Divi- 
sion of Motor Transport for the 


ODT, assistant ODT director, and | 


ICC chairman. 

Quick to smile, easy to meet and 
friendly, Rogers first was appoint- 
ed commissioner in 1937. Late last 
year President Roosevelt reap- 
pointed him for another term, 
which will expire Dec. 31, 1950.

Liquor Licenses 
To Be Refused 
Georgia Aliens 


Aliens who never “have made 
an effort to become citizens of 
the United States” will be denied 
liquor licenses in Georgia. 

This was announced yesterday 
by State Revenue Commissioner J, 
Eugene Cook when he made pub- 
lic a letter written to C. A. Gil- 
lespie, director of the alcohol tax 
and contro) unit. . 

“Inasmuch as the liquor busi- 
ness in Georgia is a privilege and 
not a right,” Cook- said, “it is my 
position that we should refuse to 
issue licenses to applicants who do 
not think enough of our govern- 
ment to make an effort to identify 
themselves with it as citizens.” 

Cook also urged strict observ- 
ance of the revenue department’s 
policy requiring an applicant for 
a liquor license to have been a 
resident of the state for not less 
than three years and that, “in the 
event he has not been a resident 
for 10 years, his court record 
must be checked in every state 
in which he has resided during 
that period of 10 years.” 

Continuing, Cook said: 

“My attention has also been 
called to the fact that some op- 


erators have created monopolies |. 


in certain sections by owning and 
operating a chain of liquor stores.

Atlanta Death 


9.60, Lowest in City's History 


By HERMAN 


Atlanta’s 3,025 resident deaths in 1944 constituted the lowest 
death rate in Atlanta’s history and marked one of the most succes- 
ful operations of the city health department, Dr. James F, Hackney, 
director, points out in his annual report. 

The death rate for city residents fell to 9.60 per 1,000 population 


and compares with 10.79 for 1943 
Resident births, however, took a | 
slight dip, due to wartime condi- | 
tions, Hackney believes. The rate | 
of resident births was listed at 
18.06 per 1,000 population for 1944 
as compared to 18.59 for 1943, and 
18.45 for 1942. A total of 5,691 
were bor in Atlanta in 1944, . 
While the vital statistics were 
the most impressiv:: the annual 
compilation of the department’s 
activities, disease control—espe- 
cially the new campaign to control 
venereal infections—commanded 
attention. 


SYPHILIS DECLINES 


A total of 4,009 syphilis cases 
was reported for 1944, with 27 
deaths, as against 5,474 cases for 
1943 with 48 deaths, and 5,645 
cases with 69 deaths for 1942. The | 
death rate per 100,000 population | 
from syphilis was 8.9 fo: 1944 and | 
contrasts with 15.4 per 100,000 for 
1943, and 22.4 per 100,000 popula- 
tion for 1942. 

Clinical ‘treatment made possi- 
ble by establishment of two new 
venereal disease health centers for 
whites and Negroes is believed to 
have made possible the improved 
record regarding syphilis. Negroes 
were infected at the rate of nearly | 
six to one white person, according 
to 1944 figures. | 

Intensified clinical follow up of. 
infectious cases, made possible by | 
expenditure of about $100,000, 
more rnnually than in former | 
years, is believed to be showing | 
results in syphilis control. 


GONORRHEA CASES DOUBLE 


While syphilis infections de- 
clined, gonorrhea more than dou- 
bled, due, doctors believe, to more 
effective means of discovery and 
the work of the health depart- 
ment. 

A total of 2,751 gonorrhea infec- 
tions were listed for 1944 as com- 
pared to 1,197 for 1943 and 1,051 
for 1942, No deaths were attrib- 
uted to gonorrhea in any one of 
the years. 


The co-operative drive of the 
health department and the Atlanta 
school system to immunize school 
children against whooping cough 
began to pay dividends last year, 
Hackneys’ records show. 


Only 34 cases of whooping 
cough were recorded for the year. 
This compares with 110 cases for 
1943, and 75 cases for 1942. 


There were 12 whooping cough 
deaths per 100,000 population in 
1944 as against 16 per 100,000 in 
1943, and 9 in 1942,’ 

The actual effective immuniza- 
tion drive was begun last year. 

The city was virtually free of 
epidemics Jast year, with influ- 
enza having a fling for a second 


ear. 

A total of 1,223 cases involving 
42 deaths were listed in 1944, but 
this was more than 700 fewer 
cases than the 1,950 cases involv: 
ing 39 deaths recorded for 1943. 
In 1942 there were only 428 with 
32 deaths. | 

Typhoid and diphtheria declin- 
ed with only one death being at- 
tributed to diphtheria. 

Heart disease still led the pro- 
cession as the cause of most 
deaths. A total of 660 deaths rep- 
resented a rate of 209.48 per 100,- 
000 population, This compares 
with 853 deaths for 1943 and 740

Mrs. Luther Canton, for exam- 
ple, who comes from River Bend, 
nine miles from here, has operat- 
ed chenille machines for four 
years. She would be glad to take 
a war job but she must have a 
“sitting down” assignment. 

Ira Guinn, of Dalton, Route 4, 
missed Army qualifications, and 
probably will be one of the first 
chenille workers to migrate to Bell 
Bomber plant, or other Georgia 
war industries.

“It was an impromptu New Year call on 
the retiring governor and his gracious 
wife on the last day they will occupy the 
governor's mansion. At the end of the 
administration hundreds of goeople with- 
out invitation gathered to say ‘hail’ to 
Raleigh’s native-born governor as he re- 
turns to the status of a private citizen with 
the plaudit ‘well done.’ ” 


In Florida, simultaneously, Governor- 


elect Millard Caldwell, taking over from 
Gov. Spessard Holland, declared: “Gov. 
Holland has given the state four years of 
progressive, sound and solvent adminis- 


‘tration. To me-and to those who are to 


help me, that record of achievement is a 
challenge to do as much and more; if we 
can.” 


What a contrast these two incidents 
provide to the surly spirit, the ill-will and 
recriminations, the charges. and counter- 
charges which too often have character- 
ized Georgia’s swapping of executive 
officers. 


Let us fervently hope that in the future 
our governors-elect will be big enough— 
and the record of their predecessors good 
enough—that we may make the change 
with as gracious a spirit as was evidenced 
in Florida and North Carolina this time. 


No Place for Union Activities 


New Chief Charles H. Millians appar- 
ently has sotten his program for a more 
effective county police department off to 
an auspicious start. 


There will be general public approval 
of department policies as laid down by 
Millians in a story in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution. And most especially will the vast 
majority applaud the new chief’s ex- 
pressed disapproval of a unionized police 
force. 


Constitutional Government 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, in his 
New Year message to the people of China, 
promised that constitutional government 
will be established just as soon as the 
Chinese army is strong enough to launch 
a victory offensive against the Japanese 
invaders. He stated that, some time in 
1945, a people’s congress would be con- 
vened with the object of adopting a na- 
tional constitution. 


There have of late been disturbing 
rumors and reports of a growing split be- 
tween the Kuomintang, the Chungking 
government, and Chinese Communists. It 
has even been stated that Generalissimo 
Chiang is forced to keep a sizeable part of 
his army on the job of “watching” Chinese 
Communist forces to the north. On the 
other hand, Communist spokesmen declare 
their only desire is to fight the Japanese. 


Whatever the truth of internal affairs 


in a China which has suffered brutally. 


since the Japanese invaders came more 


“I have nothing against labor unions,” 
declared Millians, “but I do not think a 
police force can do its best job if union- 
ized.”

able that, there will be a period .of up- 
heaval and violence after the last Japanese 
are driven from Chinese soil. 


China has, in the past two decades, 
made big strides toward the achievement 
of a stable, central constitutional govern- 
ment. But at best her official life has 
been disrupted by almost continuous war- 
fare among various “war lords”—many of 
them little more than bandits—and has 
been handicapped by the almost universal 
grafting of her public officials. 


Eventually China will develop into the 
free and great nation which is her poten- 
tial. Such an achievement cannot be made 
overnight, however, and the outside world 
must be prepared for the exercise of 
patience anj helpful sympathy if the peo- 
ple of China are to gain their objective. 
It is to be hoped Generalissimo Chiang 
can make his promise of the adoption of a 
national constitution, this year, come true. 


Don't Delay Probation Reform Any Longer 


While Fulton county commissioners 
probably took the only course open to 
them in refusing authorization of the em- 
ployment of an assistant probation officer 
pending further investigation, we trust

Strange Fruit 
On the Poll Tax Tree 


To the list of those forward-looking liberals 
who have been urging the abolishment of the 
poll tax in Georgia, add the name of Mr. Eu- 


gene Talmadge. 

He is a little late, but all bid him welcome to the cause of lib- 
eral thought and democracy. 

It is true he forgot to notify his few weekly editors and his two 
daily echoes who last week were carrying on in the old-time man- 
ner, not knowing the fires of liberalism were burning in their 
master’s heart and even then were about to burn away the poll tax 
barriers. 

Their flip-flop next week will be intetesting to see. 

It is true that the ranks of his faithful few are strewn in wind- 
rows wherever they may be, their faces blanched, their eyes rolled 
back, and on their lips the whispered words, “Say it ain’t so, Gene” 

But it is. And emphatically so, too. : 

Apparently having communed with his herds, and walked his 
many fields close to nature, he has seen the light (and also the 
inevitable), and has issued his#pronunciemento: 

_“Down with the poll tax. Let everybody vote.” 7 

He advocates, even, that this legislature, about to assemble, 
could do no better job than to abolish the poll tax in Georgia. This 
it was already thinking about doing and this ought to make it just 


about unanimous. 

Obvious This always has been the obvious position for Mr. 
Talmadge to take—a position so obvious those op- 

posed to him used to tremble for fear he would take it during some 

tight race. 

For, as others long have said, and as he now joins in saying, 
the poll tax keeps more white persons from voting than Negroes. 
The poll tax in Georgia dates back almost to the beginning of the 
colony and began with the state. 

Mr. Talmadge’s arguments in favor of abolishing the tax are 
exactly those presented here time after time. Apparently he sees 
the tide of public opinion rising against the tax. And, anyhow, 
from his viewpoint, his stand is common sense and the wonder is 
he did not take it years ago. 

There are 40 states in the Union which have no such tax. Opinion 
runs very strongly against it. It has come to be one of the whip- 
ping boys employed by every critic of the state and all others with 
the tax. But, aside from the moral and ethical principle involved, 
there is the one of good sound political sense, Mr. Talmadge has 
never been a successful candidate when times are normal. He is 
a factor only when discontent is rife. When discontent is wide- 
spread:a large percentage of those who have not paid up their poll 
taxes are among the most discontented of all. It was this fact which 
somehow escaped Mr. Talmadge until now, as it has escaped others 
who run in that sort of atmosphere. It is on this basis that he now 
wants to abolish the tax. 

Well, as I have said, he is late, but welcome. 


Weakness As I have said in the past, I think any state has 
a perfect constitutional right to have a poll tax law. 
It has been blind reliance in this sort of “right” which has been one 
of the great weaknesses of the south and the southern position in 
the arena of national and, at times, international opinion. 

As an example, slavery was entirely legal and constitutional. 
Yet slavery was wrong and public opinion so held it. The states 
had an undoubted legal right to secede. Yet states’ rights, as a 
principle, had come to be wrong because they were against the in- 
terests of the Union as a whole. 

The south was perfectly right, legally, in supporting these two 
measures. Yet, in the eyes of the rest of the nation and the eyes 
of most of the civilized world, the slavery position was morally 
wrong and the issue of states’ rights was untenable when placed 
against the common cause of all. \ : : 

The poll tax is a lesser issue, but a similar one. It is entirely 
legal. Yet it is wrong. We have a perfect legal right to it, but 
we are going to have it taken away from us if we do not give it 
up voluntarily. Forty states are against it. Their problems are 
not the same. Much of their opposition, or some of it, at least, is 
hypocritical. Nevertheless, the poll tax is wrong because it pre- 
vents a freer expression of the will of the people. 

The poll tax has no connection at all with the white primary. 
That institution also is under attack. The supreme court, in a Texas 
case, has ruled against it when it nominates candidates who gen- 
eralty are unopposed in the final elections. Arkansas has aban- 
doned it. It is a party system. 

There is some discussion of a measure’ which would “take out 
from our state laws any reference to the primary so as to avoid, 
possibly, any supreme court ruling.

On page one of The Constitution of Monday 
last there was an article. That article summarized

Then, too, the bride comes from England, a country which has 
been in the forefront of a terrible war more than five years. She 
has, quite possibly, undergone ravaging experiences during the 
blitz, or from V-bombs. She may have seen her old home, with all 
its clothing and other personal belongings, smashed to rubble and 
the rubble burned. . 

At best, she has been living in a country where clothing is all 
rationed, scantily rationed at that, and has been for years. If she 
possesses sufficient utilitarian apparel for essential needs she will 
have all that can be expected. There should be mighty little 
“smartest” clothing in the trousseau of a bride coming out of Eng- 
land today. 

Of course, being feminine, she will do the best she can. No 
matter how utilitarian or scanty her equipment, she will undoubt- 
edly make the best showing possible for the important moment 
when she first sees, and is seen by, “his” family on this side. 

But remember that best will be the result only of some primp- 
ing in the restricted confines of a ship’s cabin or in the women’s 
room' on a Pullman just before it pulls into Atlanta—if she is 
coming here. Or, maybe, the even skimpier cleaning up and nose 
powdering that can be in chair car or day coach. 

I don’t think it was very considerate, or wise, for “Good House- 
keeping” to give that “smartest” advice. 


My advice to an English bride coming over 
Another Reason here would be to buy as few mew clothes as 
she cam get by with for the journey, before she leaves her home 
country.

Byrnes Proposals 
Tostreamline Congress 


WASHINGTON.—War Mobilization Director 

a James F, Byrnes occupies the unique position of 

being one of the few public officials who have 

had the rare experience of serving in all three branches of the 
federal government—legislative, executive, and judiciary. 


For a period of some 20 years he served as an able and effi- 
cient member of congress, first in the house and then in the senate. 


After that he was named by Mr. Roosevelt to be an associate 
justice of the supreme court, highest tribunal in the land, and sub- 
sequently—about a year ago—he was drafted by the President to 
head up the office of War Mobilization and Reconversion, a func- 
tion of the executive department which carries with it the unoffi- 
cial title of “assistant president.” 

Thus he has served as an important cog in all three of the co 
ordinated branches of the government—an experience wihch no 
other living official can boast of. 

It needs only to be added that Mr. Byrnes has served exceed- 
ingly well in all three capacities and that he is regarded with the 
highest esteem by all shades of political thought in Washington. 

All of this is by way of certifying Mr. Byrnes’ ability to speak 
with authority on proposals he has just made for streamlining con- 
gress, a subject in the news right now because of the agitation to 
that end on Capitol Hill. 

Writing in the current issue of the American magazine, the war 


mobilization director condemns the present machinery of congress . 


as cumbersome and outmoded. There exists, he says, “a certain 
atmosphere of doupt whether a legislative body, many of whose 
procedures and techniques date back to the gas light era, is equipped 
to deal with the swift-moving complexities of modern government.” 

Based upon the knowledge he gained from years of experience 
in the house and senate, as well as his service on the supreme court, 
he has formulated a six-point plan for the streamlining of con- 
gress. It is worthy of thoughtful consideration by those who de 
sire to see more efficient operation of government. 

First, he would reduce the size of congress and increase the 
office staff as well as the salary—when wage controls permit. Mem- 
as should be paid $15,000 a year instead of the present $10,000, 

e feels. 

Second, revise the entire committee system, abolishing all special 
committees and decreasing the number of permanent committees 
from 45 in the house and 33 in the senate to 10 or 12 in each 
chamber. 

Third, create a congressional cabinet composed of the chairmen 
of senate and house committees, which would meet at stated in- 
tervals—at least once a month—with the president. 

Fourth, authorize cabinet members to appear on the floor of 
congress on invitation to answer questions—a system similar to that 
employed by the British government. | 

Fifth, set up a permanent staff of trained career men to aid 
and advise the committees on legislation, as against the present 
practice of making these offices political patronage. 

Finally, he would improve the procedure for handling and check- 
ing on the appropriation of funds. 

Mr. Byrnes thinks the house with its present membership of 435 
is far too ldrge to function efficiently. Prior to 1911 there were 
only 387 members. It should go back to that or even less. There 
are too many voices to be heard. 

What he recommends with respect to the number of committees 
is equally to the point. Only about half of the present committees 
have important functions to serve. The others mostly are mere 
appendages—a place to assign new members who may fee! they 
would be embarrassed without some committee attachment. 

The number could well be reduced to 10 or 12 without injuring 
the legislative machinery. That would tend to place more respon- 
sibility on those serving on important committees. 

And his idea about forming a congressional cabinet to meet regu- 
larly with the president seems to have sound merit. It would elim. 
inate much of the conflict that now arises between the White House 
and congress. 

All of the Byrnes proposals have the earmarks of being care- 


fully thought out from the background of practical experience. Cer- 


tainly there is too much duplication of effort in the present scheme. 
High government officials are continually plagued with the necessity 
of running from one committee to another to tell the same story. 
This could be greatly improved upon. 

The Byrnes proposals are worthy of the highest consideration.

Brown recommended a reorgan- 
ization of the public works de- 
partment along “modern, business- 
like lines.” 


“I suggest that for efficient ad 
ministration the public works 
phase of this department should 
be separated from the care and 
maintenance of prisoners,’ Brown 
said. 

“At the head of the construction 
department should be a trained 
engineer of executive ability to 
plan and supervise an intelligent 
and efficient program of county 
work,” he continued. “At the head 
of the prison division should be 
the warden who should have full 
responsibility for properly hous- 
ing, feeding and safeguarding the 
convicts and prisoners.” 

Brown pointed out that a “very 
substantial part of the county’s an- 
nual income goes to the public 
works department and urged that 
the department be operated under 
the county civil service system. 

At present A. A. Clarke heads 
the department and acts as war- 
den of the county's prison camps. 
Approximateiv 400 people are em- 
ployed in the department.

Pacific Combat Hero 
Succeeds Wickhorst 
In Important Post 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—()— 
“Killer” Kane, Naval officer of 
the day at Pearl Harbor when 
the Japanese struck, has a new 
job. He’s head of Naval aviation 
physical and military trajning. 

As Com. William R. Kane, he 
is the third former Naval Acad- 
emy football star appointed to 
head this program.

THREE-SPORT STAR 

Kane, a brilliant three-sport star 
at Annapolis, where he graduated 
in 1933, has an even finer war 
combat record. 4 

After caring for. the wounded, 
fighting fires and housing survi- 
vors from damaged ships that un- 
forgettable Dec. 7, 1941, at Pearl 
Harbor, Kane flight-tested bomber, 
fighter and torpedo planes when 
they began rolling in from the 
States. 

Then he joined the “Grim Reap- 
ers,” famous Pacific squadron, and 
earned the Navy Cross, two Dis- 
tinguished Flying Crosses and a 
presidential unit citation. 

Flying from the carrier Enter- 
prise, Kane fought in Guadalcanal 
engagements in 1942, once was 
forced down at sea when caught 
in a Japanese-American cross fire 
as he approached his carrier al- 
most out of gasoline. 

MANY OTHER ACTIONS 

After an assignment in the 
States in 1943, Kane returned to 
the Enterprise with a reformed 
squadron of “Grim Reapers” early 
in 1944. He got in the scraps in 
the Marianas, Marshalls, Truk, 
Emirau, Palau, Hollandia, Saipan 
and Guam. ‘ 

The day after the landing at Sai- 
pan, he was shot down by his own 
forces who thought he was an 
enemy. 

A native of San Rafael, Cal., and 
a football, wrestling and track star 
at Annapolis, Kane has six Japa- 
nese planes to his credit.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(#)—Despite wartime limitations, this 
country’s hunters and fishermen continue to have an occasional day 


in the field or on a stream. 

Approximately 8,000,000 persons 
participated in these forms of rec- 
reation in 1944, regardless of 
shortages of shot and shell, gaso- 
line, rod and reel. 

And more than a million $1 
duck stamps were sold for the 
sixth straight year. 

LESS EQUIPMENT IN ’45 

In 1945 the boys may have to 
get along with even less equlp- 
ment than-during the past three 
years. 

But the old urge still is there 
and the hunter or fisherman buys 
his licenses just the same, the fish 
and wildlife division of the Inte- 
rior Department reported today. 

This is taken as a sure-fire in- 
dication that interest in these 
forms of recreation will increase) 
greatly after the war. | 

“Following the first World War, 
interest went up 30 per cent,” Dr. 
Ira N. Gabrielson, wildlife direc- 
tor, said, adding a prediction that 
“judging from our mail from serv- 
icemen and others, it may go as 
high as 50 per cent this time.” 

For the hunting season the past 
fall, the War Production Board 
was able to release approximate- 
ly 500,000,000 shells—about 75 per 
cent of a normal supply.
